Gen. Cowan, actirig secretary of inte- 
rior, has given his decision that the Chero- 
kees have the right to tax Texas caf.le driven 
their reservation, and in defan't of 
to seize the cattle and hold them for 
the taxes. 

Tho postmaster-general has directed 
that no advanco on payment be made to clerks 
or employes on account of salary for service* 
not rendered, and for which compensation is 
not fully duo at the time of payment. Th e 
is construed as forbidding advances of salaries 
to clerks going home to vote. A similar order 
will be issued by the treasury department. 

The commissioner of the pension 
office has decided, as a preliminary to the con- 
sideration of the claim under the act of Ju.io 
18. 1874. the provision of a pension of fifty 
dollars per mouth, alleging permanent and 
total disability. The applicant must present 
evideuce showing concfBsivtly that he require* 
the regular aid aad attendance of another 
person. 

The officers in charge of the First 
National bank, whioh failed a year ago, ex- 
pect to declare another dividend shortly, prob- 
ably 20 per cent, iu amouut, which will make 
70 per cent, in all. It is thought by some that 
most of the balance will be eventually made 
good. The Jay Cnoke * Co. failure is much 
less promising. Not a cent has yet been paid 
to creditors. 

The treasurer of the United Stutes 
has issued a circular requesting the national 
banks to r_ Jce an additional deposit of five 
per cent, for the redemption of their circula- 
tion, with the iiutruction that United Sta es 
notes may be sent to tho treasurer under tbe 
contract of the treasury department with the 
Adams express company, and under tho same 
regulations as are prescribed for the forward- 
ing of notes and currency of the United 
States, for redemption. If any bank shall 
prefer, it may forward the required amount by 
its draft on New York, Boston or Philadelphia, 
drawn lo the order of tho treasurer of the 
United States, and payable iu United States 
no:es. Acknowledgment, will be made to each 
bank for its deposit when completed by re- 
mittance to it of certificate in proper form. 
United States notoe unfit f r circulation will 
be accepted in payment of tho additional five 
per tent, deposit. As rapidly as notes of

Aniericun Thoroughbreds. 

Kentucky has been the seedling spot 
for American thoroughbreds since the 
soils and grasses declined in the worked- 
out parts of Virginia and Maryland. 
The limestone of Kentncky give bone 
to the animal ; he matures early upon 
the blue grass. The men of Kentucky, 
bred to horseback, and adventnrous 
wngerers of physical spirit, have kept 
up tbe turf for* about sixty years, and 
I believe that tho Lexington course 
dates back to tho year 1813. Ihe wor 
absorbed most of the thoroughbred 
stock of the Booth to seat officers in 
the saddle ; and toward the close of the 
conflict we heard chiefly of Alexander's 
stables. The Alexanders, as I have 
heard, were a Scotch family with ex- 
pectations of property in tbe old coun- 
try. They owned Lexington and Aus- 
tralian, and raised stock. A Chicago I 
member of the family now keeps the j 
stables. In 18f>3-5 a" number of rich ( 
New Yorkers, brokers and "operator 
re olved to go on Wie turf. Leonnrd I 
Jerome, a nervy broker, formerly a j 
newspaper editor at Rochester, N. Y., 
taking the cue from his partner, Wil- 
liam Tracy, formerly of Baltimore, 
founded the American Jockey club, af- 
ter courses had been established at Sara- 
toga snd Paterson, N. J. He used all 
the influence to which his means and 
acquaintance entitle him, and brought 
into the turf AuguBt Belmont, his 
friend, a correspondent of the Bot-b- 
cbilds, who had previously appeared 
with great brilliancy on the Eug' ; sh 
turf. Belmont is generally called tbe 
head of the turf in America, on account 
of his position in the Americ.tn Jockey 
club, which is the ruling influence in 
turf matters iu the United Slates, as 
well as by his liberality in the purchase 
and importation|of the best thorough- 
breds attainable, both from Kentncky 
and England. Jerome himself met with 
heavy losses in speculation about 1867, 
which necessitated the playing of a 
comparatively inferior poeit^oj upon 
the torf. f£~ 

Tho establishment of the Saratoga 
and Monmeuth park courses, aud ac- 
cessories of Jerome park, transterred 
the management of the tnrf from the 
south to the north— Kentucky itself 
becoming a breeding and buying place 
for the moro wealthy hor?e fanciers of 
the metrop olis.

This would require a 
deduction from his figures of over a 
million of dollars, after the first quar- 
ter. 

We not only consider it a paying in- 
stitution to us on account of its finan- 
cial benefits, but we, as a class hsvo 
begun to consider tho social influence 
of the organization. We cannot deny 
that we are far behind the city in regar i 
to social life, for we have never bad the 
opportunity of mingling together, sn«t 
educating ourselves in that sphere. 
Thus it has not only proved itself to t>e 
a safe for our pockets, but also a store- 
hnn»i forour minds. — Cincinnati Tin

At a recent meeting of the British 
association, at Belfast, Dr. Hooker 
submitted his views concerning "Some 
Carnivorous Plants and their Habits," 
atopic whioh he observed bad recently 
Mi aired a new and special interest 
from tbe researches of Dr. Darwin into 
the phenomena that accompaiy the 
placing of albuminous substances on 
ihe leaves of dionoea and other plants, 
and which, in the opinion of very emi- 
nent physiologists, proved that, in the 
case of dionoea at least, tbis plaut di- 
gests exactly the s imo substances in ex- 
actly tbe same way as the human stom- 
ach. With these researches Mr. Dar- 
win was still actively engaged, and it 
was with tho view of aiding him that 
the pri ^nt had, under Mr. Darwin's 
instructions, examined some other car- 
nivorous plants at Kew. After giving 
the history of tbe subject, and men- 
tioning that the discovery made with 
regard to these plants had long been 
unnoticed. Dr. Hooker exhibited a spe- 
cimen of dto n^-./-^r4&pl>read its 
iliBrantiy" 4 eTo?r^t^^ 
showed that the fly was dissolved in the 
digestive fluid, exactly liko ordinary 
gastric fluid, belonging to the leaf. 
When the fly w : as completely dissolved 
tho leaf spiead out again, ready once 
more for its prey. A leaf of the dio- 
ccea was fed with a piece of beef, upon 
which it closed, and did not open again 
until the beef was consumed. Cheese 
di -sai/reed horribly with tho leaves, fin- 
ally killing them. Tho president ex- 
hibited other carnivorous plants, and 
explained tho traps laid in the leaves 
and appendages where tbe plants caught 
their victims and fed themselves with 
tho animal food which camo in their 
way. Mineral substances bad been 
placed on a leaf which hud si at upon a 
fly or ant, but it showc 1 no sign of con- 
tracting. Tho fine li.v'rs on tho leaf 
#bk sed geaily over a piece of wet chalk,' 
but soon reopened, leaving tho chalk 
free. Before Mr. Darwin's studies 
these phenomena were little appreci- 
ated. It was a gencralizat : on, now al- 
most a household word, that all living 
'things had a common bond of union in 
a substance which nnderlies all the de- 
tails of structure. This was called pro- 
toplasm. One of the most distinctive 
properties was its aptitude lo coitract, 
and in any given organism the particles 
of protoplasm were so arranged tbat 
they acted as it were in concert. They 
produced cumulative effects which wero 
vt ry manifest in the results. Such a 
manifesto tion was found in the contrac- 
tion of muscle, and such a manifesta- 
tion they possibly had also in tho con 
traction of tho leaf of the dionoea. All 
students of the vegetablo side of or- 
ganized nature were astonished to hear 
from Dr. ^udcrson that certain exper- 
iments whTcli he had made at the insti- 
gation of Mr. Darwin, proved to demoa- 
stration tbat when a leaf of this plant 
contracts tho effects produced are pra- 
cisely similar to those which occur when 
muscle contracts. Not merely then 
were tbe phenomena cf digestion in this 
wonderful plant like those of animals, 
but the phenomena of contractility 
agreed with thoso of animals also. 
Though the processes of plant nutri- 
tion were in general extremely differ- 
ent from those of animals, and involved 
very simple compounds, the protoplasm

Prof. Huxley said tbat the phenom- 
ena described by Dr. Hooker suggested, 
with others, perhaps the greatest prob- 
lem at present open to them. They 
found in the dioneea actions which ex- 
actly corresponded with what wero re- 
flections in ourselves. The plant, when 
the insect touched a portion of its leaf, 
shuts it exactly as au infant hand shuts 
touted in tho palm. Tbis im- 
plied a nervousTsystem, and it showed 
continuity in protoplastic matter. The 
solution of the phenomena of the ac- 
tion of protoplasm in tho plant was a 
matter which woHld confer great honor 

on him who found it.

FOREIGN. 

The great Btrike of cotton operatives 
at Bolton, England, has begun.

An official dispatch announces that 
General Pavia has gained a victory over the 
Carlisle.

American Thoroughbreds. 

Kentucky has been the seedliuf? spot 
for American thorongubreds since the 
soils and grasses declined in the worked- 
out parts of Virginia and Maryland. 
The limestone of Kentucky give bone 
to the animal ; he matures early upon 
the blue grass. The men of Kentucky, 
bred to horseback, and adventurous 
wagerers of physical spirit, have kept 
up the turf for about sixty years, and 
I believe that the Lexington course 
dates back to the year 1813. Ihe war 
absorbed most of the thoroughbred 
stock of the south to seat officers in 
the saddle ; and toward the close of the 
conflict we heard chiefly of Alexander's 
stables. The Alexanders, as I have 
heard, were a Scotch family with ex- 
pectations of property in the old coun- 
try. They owned Lexington and Aus- 
tralian, and raised stock. A Chicago 
member of the family now keep- the 
stables. In 1803-5 a number of ncn 
New Yorkers, brokers and "operators." 
re olved to go on mie turf. Leonard 
Jerome, a nervy broker, formerly a 
newspaper editor at Rochester, N. Y., 
taking the cue from his partner, Wil- 
liam Tracy, formerly of Baltimore, 
foanded the American Jockey club, af- 
ter courses had been established at Sara- 
toga aud Paterson, N. J. He used all 
the influence to which his meaos and 
acquaintance entitle him, and brought 
into the turf August Belmont, hia 
friend, a correspondent of the Kotb- 
childs, who had previously appeared 
with great brilliancy on the Eog^'sh 
turf. Belmont is generally called the 
head of the turf in America, on account 
of his position in the American Jockey 
club, which is the ruling influence in 
turf matters in the United State*", ns 
well as by hia liberality in the purchase 
and importation|of the best thorough- 
breds attainable, both from Kentneky 
and England. Jerome himself met with 
heavy losses in speculation about 1867, 
wbioh necessitated the playing of a 
comparatively inferior positron upon 
the tnrf. I 

The establishment of the Saratoga 
and Monmeutu park conrses, aud ac- 
cessories of Jerome park, transferred 
the management of the tnrf from the 
south to the north — Kentucky itself 
becoming a breeding and buying place

They 
cm then be cuU ; v.ded with the im- 
proved farming imple nents of tbe west. 
The buggy plow can bo used in both 
crops al ; ke until the co v ion has branched 
so as to fo.bld its further use; and then 
the sweep— tbe only important labor- 
saving imple neat in cotton culture, 
except the doub'o scraper, used before 
the war — c in bo used until the cultiva- 
tion of the crop is finished— about the 
middle of July. The bush-like shape 
of the cotton so shades the ground that 
weeds grow only in the middle of tho 
rows, after the cotton has attained a 
height of two feet ; so that our sweep, 
running once in the " middle," wouhL 
go over ten acres a day and keep it cleat* 
It may be readily seen by this that tho 
use of the same implements used in 
cultivating corn crops in Hlinois, with 
strong teams, would enable one man to 
cultivate at least twice as much cotton 
and corn as under the old system, which 
to-day is far more imperfect than it was 
before tbe war. 



At a recent meeting of the British 
association, at Belfast, Dr. Hooker 
submitted his views concerning " Some 
Carnivorous Plants and their Habits," 
:w .-.pic which he observed had recently 
— q ured a new and special interest 
from tho researches of Dr. Darwin into 
the phenomena that occompary the 
placing of albuminous substances on 
the leaves of dionosa and other plants, 
and which, in the opinion of very emi- 
nent physiologists, proved that, in the 
case of dionosa at least, this plant di- 
gests exactly the sime snbstances in ex- 
actly the same way as the human stom- 
ach. With these researches Mr. Dar- 
win was still actively engaged, and it 
was with tho view of aiding him that 
the pr» ^ut had, under Mr. Darwiu's 
instructions, examined eome other car- 
nivorous plants at Kew. After giving 
the history of the subject, and men- 
tioning that the discovery made with 
regard to these plants had long been MoBnissCT's 
unnotioed. Dr. Hooker exhibited a spe- 
cimen of djon« .-/*tr^_^'— >/5ad its 
) ust'an ily VlrWf^t'ltyw b* r*T *!mimtllMiajtV 
showed that the fly was dissolved in the 
digestive flsid, exactly like ordinary 
gastric fluid, belonging to the leaf. 
When the fly was completely dissolved 
the leaf spiead out again, ready once 
more for its prey. A leaf of the dio- 
ncea was fed with a piece of beef, upon 
which it closed, and did not open again 
until the beef was consumed. Cheese 
disagreed horribly with tbe leaves, fin- 
ally killing them. Tho president ex- 
hibited other carnivorous plants, and 
explained tho traps laid in the leaves 
and appendages where tbe plants caught 
their victims and fed themselves with 
the animal food which camo in their 
way. Mineral substances bad been 
placed on a leaf wbich had si- at upon a 
fly or ant, but it showe I no sign of con- 
tracting. Tho fine ha ; rs on the leaf 
pblosed geaUy over a piece of wet chalk,* 
but soon reopened, leaving tho chalk 
free. Before Mr. Darwin's studies 
these phenomena wore little appreci- 
ated. It was a generalizat-'on, now ut- 
most a household word, that all li\ing 
'things had a common bond of union in 
a substance which underlies all the do- 
tails of structure. This was culled pro- 
toplasm. One of the most distinctive 
properties was its aptitude te aoitract, 
and in any given organism the particles 
of protoplasm were so arranged that 
they acted as it were in concert. They 
produced cumulative effects which wcro 
vt ry manifest in the results. Such a 
manifestation was found in the contrac- 
tion of muscle, and such a manifesta- 
tion they possibly had also in the con 
traction of the leaf of the dionoea. All 
students of the vegetablo side of or- 
ganized natnre were astonished to hear 
from Dr. I^udersou that certain exper- 
iments which lie had made a: the insti- 
gation of Mr. Darwin, proved to demon- 
stration that when a leaf of this plant 
contracts the effects produced are pra- 
cisely similar to those which occur when 
muscle contracts. Not merely then 
were the phenomena t f digestion in this 
wonderful plant like those of animals, 
but the phenomena of contractility 
agreed with those of animals also. 
Thongh the processes of plant nutri- 
tion were in general extremely differ- 
ent from those of animals, and iuvolved 
very simple compounds, the protoplasm

Cream C itkese. — To make this fake 
one quart of fresh cream, not scald«d. 
If rot desired verr rich, add one pint 
of new milk, warm it by letting it stand 
in hot water nntil it is about the heat of 
milk from the cow. Add a tablespoon- 
fnT of renu.-t, let it stand until :t is 
thick, then break it slightly with a 
spoon, and place it in a frame eight 
iiiotie- pqunru and four inches deep, m 
which previously pluce a fine canvas 
cloth. Press it slightly with ft weight 
on a loose board, to plip inside the 
frame. I>t it stand twelve honn», then 
put a finer cloth in the frame. A little 
powdered salt should be put over the 
cloth ; leave it without the weight — it 
will be fit for use in a day or two. 



[wo tablespoon fill* of rennet, 
This milk and water should be made 
about ah warm as new milk from the 
cow. When it is turned thick, take it 
gently out of the vessel with the skim- 
ming dish, and lay it in a small vat of 
suitable size for the cheese to be about 
three inches thicL. A canvas cloth must 
be placed in the vat ; apply dry cloths 
every twelve hours for two day, when 
it should be turned out on a plate with 
another over it. The cheese should be 
trmied occasionally and it will be tit lor

Dip the soiled 
dress into it, taking care to wet thor- 
oughly eveiy part of it, and then wring 
it out. Have warm soap suds all ready 
(but only pleasantly warm to the hand I

dress in it, wring it out, and hang it out | 
to dry, but not in tho sun. Always 
place your line where the wind will , 
strike it rather than the sun.

Prints should never be sprin- 
kled, but if allowed to become rough 
dry, they should be ironed under a 
damp cloth. It is better to wash them 
some day by themselves, when washing 
and ironing can be done at once. 
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Cream.— The "clotted 
cream" of Devonshire is another famous 
English delicacy, the manufacture of 
which is described by the same author- 
ity thus : " Set up the milk in tin or 
copper vessels, and if possible on the 
stove on which it is to be heated.

It , 
ould be allowed to cool very gently, 1 
d the cream remains twelve hours 
onger on the milk, when the whole , 
Should be skimmed and lifted off. To i 
ake butter from this scalded cream as > 
n Devonshire, it should be gently beat- 
by the hand or a large wooden spoon ■ 
for a few minutes and it will become : 
butter. Two or three days' cream may i 
be kept to be made np into butter if 
more convenient to do so."

GRANGE MATTERS. 

— The Georgia grange claims that its 
direct trade union will have shipped 
100,000 bales of cotton from Savannah 
to Liverpool by October. 

— Lafayette county (Miss.) grange 
has resolved to build a cotton and 
woolen factory. The stock was placsd 
at $25 per share, ot.e third to be paid on 
organization and the balance as the di- 
rectors shall call for it. The amourt 
of tho capital stock is placed at $50,000. 

— The Grangers of California are now 
mak ng arrangements for the organiza- 
tion of a Grangers' homestead associa- 
tion. It is estimated that about 1,000 
persons come into the state from the 
east every week ; that a large portion 
of that number are seeking homes, and 
that many of them are Grangers. In 
order to purchase lands at the cheapest 
prices, it is proposed that the associa- 
tion shall buy large tracts, which may 
be obtained at from two dollars to ten 
dollars per acre, on ten years' time and 
low rates of interest, this land to be 
distributed among members of the 
homestead associations at cost. The 
principal place of business of this asso- 
ciation will be Santa Barbara. 

— There are too few reading men and 
women among the generality of man- 
kind; and it has long been the ardent 
study of many intellectual men as to 
what plan might be adopted that would 
disseminate knowledge more generally 
among the masses. As yet no plan has 
been fonnd effective. But the granges 
— united and connected as they are— 
the subordinate with the county ; the 
county with the state ; the state with 
the national grange, have it in their 
power to exert a tremendous influence 
in that direction. If each jubordinato

Iron Clad Navies or the World. 

The most reliable information relative 
to European armies has been for a long 
time found in the military papers of 
Germany, especially in the Militarishe 
Wochenblatt. The same thing happens 
now with regard to navy affairs ; for, as 
soon as Germany concluded to possess 
a fleet, she began by sending all over 
the world special officers entrusted with 
the duty of stndying, and carefully re- 
porting upon the real status of foreign 
naval affairs. Even London papers are 
compelled to pick up thMr information 
on the subjec. from German papers. 
The Borsenzeitung, of Berlin, says that 
according to the last official reports the 
total number of iron clads possessed by 
the various naval powers of Europe, in- 
cluding those employed on coast service, 
is 214. The total number of screw 
ships, exclusive of coast steamers and 
gunboats, is 4SL Belgium, Switzer- 
land and Servia do not possess any navy 
at all, and Koumania has only a few 
gunboats on the Danube. Holland, 
Sweden, Norway, and Portugal, though 
they have fleets* have no iron clads#for 
war service. Greece has two such iron 
cla^s; Germanv, 8: Denmark, :\ ; Spain, 
7: Austria, 11 : Russia, 15 ; Turkev, 
15 ; France, 28 ; and E ng land, 38. 
There is no coast fleet of iron clads in 
Austria, Italy, Greece, or Portugal. 
Holland, on the other hand, though she 
Lits no iron clads far war service, has IS 
irt.n clad vessels for coast service ; En- 
gland has 2:>, and France 30.

There is a bird in New Guinea called 
the Megapodins, which in the size of its 
eggs and its manner of hatching them, 
must be considered extraordinary.

A colony 
of birds lay their eggs together in a 
large mound, in the hottest part of the 
year, from September to March, and 
leave them to he> hatched by the sun.

idle Steamship*, 

For several months the foreign steam- 
ship companies having agencies in New 
York city have manifested anxiety at the 
serious diminution in their business. In 
regard to steerage traffic, one of the 
chief source's of profit to tho steamship 
companies, the preseut yrar has been 
one of tho worst ever known. Thero 
have been, to be sure, more outward- 
bonnd steerage passengers than before, 
but they havo carried discoursing ti- 
dings of the condition of affairs in 
this country, and have thus prevented 
largo numbers of their countrymen 
from leaving their own shores. Steam- 
ships, which a year ago were bringing 
from 1,000 to 1,500 in the steerage, this 
season seldom land more than 500 on 
the Castle Garden wharf. The dimi- 
nution in number of passengers is not 
all. On account of the strong oompe- 
tetion between tho rival lines, rates 
which a year ago were glO anel up- 
wards havo this season been oidy §15, 
and somftirrjes even less. The German 
lines, which held aloof nearly ail sum- 
mer from the controversy, and declined 
to reduce the prices of their tickets, 
were at length oblfgnl to succumb 
almost at the very momont tho Eng- 
lish companies were once more on ad- 
vancing rates. The present season has 
not been notable for its record of cabin 
passenger- 1 . Pleasure seekers and busi- 
ness meu have been few, and only the 
cabins of tho best and most popular 
steamers have been crowded. 

Meanwhile freights have also been 
diminishing in quantity, and shippers 
everywhere manifested a strong de;sire 
to economize. Rates have consequently 
fallen and shipments are smaller than 
they were a year ago. This condition 
of affairs has naturally caused alarm 
among the companies having immense 
interests at stake. Some which have 
formerly sent out two steamships weekly 
throughout the summer have this year 
dispatched only one, and the frequent 
extra steamers of other years have this 
eason been almost Mnknown. 

The effects of this stagnation in busi- 
ness have been felt to greater or less 
degree by all the companies, but some 
of the German lines are the greatest 
sufferers. Both the Hamburg and 
Breman lines have withdrawn several of 
their steamers. The most serious dis- 
aster, however, is that which visited 
the Bailie Lloyd steamship company, 
whose vessels ply between this port 
and Stettin, touching at Copenhagen. 
With this company business is now 
wholly at a standstill, and their steam- 
ers are lying idle at Stettin. It is 
doubtful if any other business will be 
done by the company before spring, asJ 
on account of ice in the Baltic sea, t! •? 
vessels are always obliged to lie unem- 
ployed in the winter. — JV. Y. Ti ibunc.
